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INCREASE FROM U.S. 


Witinipeg, Man. Sept. 16.— 
Owing to the severe drought 
which is being experienced in 
the states of Iowa, Kansas and 
Oklahoma, the immigration 
from the United States has 
gone up 80 per cent. during the 
past four weeks, says J. Bruce 
Walker, immigration commis- 
sioner. He points out that the 
reports that the drought has 
been so serious in the above 
mentioned states as to bring 
about the ruination of from 60 
to 70 per cent. of the crops. 
The result has been that there 
has been an enormous increase, 
about 80 per cent. both in the 
correspondence and the number 
of landseekers from these states. 
Of course, he says, this increase 
has also been, to a certain ex- 


tent, due to the rumors of the 
enormous crop now being gar- 
nered in Western Canada. 

Mr. Walker explains that this 
increase is all the more surpris- 
ing when it is remembered that 
up to six weeks ago the emigra- 
tion from the United States 
showed a falling off of over 10 
per cent.

Path of the Sun 

The sun’s path is called the ecliptic. 
It is a great circle of the celestial 
sphere, cutting the celestial equator 
at two points 180 degrees apart and 
making with it an angle .f 23% de- 
grees known as the obliquity of the} 
ecliptic. The crossing points are 
called the equinoxes, because the days 
and nights are then egual, and the 
points midway between the equinoxes 
are the solstices, because the sun then | 
seems to star: still for a few days. 

The ecliptic is so called because} 
| eclipses occur only when the moon is 
lerossing it or is near it, for the

An Ingenious Frog 

Away down in Brazil there {s a 
species of tree frog that builds its 
nest in the water. This nest is a 
sort of fortification for the protection 
of the frog's eggs and later for its 
young. The fortification is built in
